Inflation and moral decay travel hand in hand. Never 
mind which came first — whether depravity of public 
morals produces inflation, or inflation undermines national 
standards. They go together. Always in history, you find 
them associated. 
The scandalous era of Roman history was in the 
period when inflation raged. I he brief and spectacular 
inflationary cycle of the baby French Republic, about 
I 790, is much better known for the obscenity o f speech, 
dress and conduct. Thirty years ago. when France turned 
to inflation after the First World War, she embarked like­ 
wise upon a cycle of racketeering and corruption. Ger­ 
many. following a similar financial pattern about the same 
time, slid into the most depraved period of personal morals 
since, probably, the declining stages of Ancient Greece. 
As the American nation drifts deeper and deeper 
into inflation, so do its moral standards sink lower and 
lower. 
In the old and hackneyed phrase, the American 
people, more and more, are corrupt and contented. Public 
vice no longer arouses anger. The principal reaction seems 
merely to be envy. 
At our national capitol, favors are openly bought 
and sold. Public resources are used to purchase the 
political support of cliques and factions. Scandals come 
and go, and barely riffle the surface, where once they 
would have blown an administration apart and broken a 
political party into fragments. In lesser degree, the ebbing 
standard^ reflect themselves in smaller units of govern­ 
ment. 
The columns of the newspapers of this generation 
will be strange reading indeed for any future period when, 
as unfailingly will happen, mankind jrevolts against the
